Your  local  orgamzation  to  prevent  and  extingiiisli 
brush  and  woods  fires  is  glad  to  reitort  a  good  year  of 
forest  protection  in  1948.  In  s]>ite  of  danger  conditions 
nearly  equalling  at  times  those  of  1047  when  gre^it  lo>4ses 
Avere  suffered  in  New  Hampshire  and  New  England,  tire 
damage  and  loss  this  year  have  been  gratifyingly  low. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people, 
we  can  hope  to  have  another  successful  year  in  1949. 
Let  us  reniend)er  that  in  an^-  A'ear,  over  90%  of  all  tires 
are  caused  l)y  carelessness  and  that  all  of  these  man- 
caused  tires  are  preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland 
than  for  many  years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and 
tourists  who  use  our  outdoors  are  also  more  numerous 
than  ever  before.  We  must  theref(»re  be  read}'  for  tii-es 
which  might  occur  but,  above  all,  prevention  b^-  every<uie 
is  the  greatest  need. 

A  few  simple  i^recautions  taken  by  every  citizen 
will  help,  as  follows:

1.     Problems  and  Conditions  General  to  the  Union 

"It  seems  almost  needless  for  me  to  take  time  and 
space  to  impress  on  you  the  fact  that  the  greatest  crisis 
to  American  denn)cracy  is  tlie  teacher  proldem,  wlien 
every  pai»er  and  magazine  is  teeming  with  data  contiim- 
ing  this  statement".  Thus  began  Frederick  T.  Johnson's 
annual  repoi-t  to  tlie  several  towns  in  tliis  Union  in  .Janu- 
ary, 1920. 

For  the  past  two  years,  my  reports  have  called 
your  attention  to  a  similar  situation.  This  year  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  our  children  and  our  schools  have 
fared  better.  Two  years  ago,  twent}^  new  teachers  were 
hired ;  a  year  ago,  twenty-six,  five  of  whom  were  addi- 
tional teachers;  and  this  year,  only  eleven  new  teachers 
Avere  needed,  and  two  of  these  Avere  additional  teacliers. 

Teachers  throughout  this  Ihiion  are  receiving 
^salaries  equal  to  the  average  for  the  state.  Imj)roved 
housing  conditions,  cooperative  parents,  and  l)etter 
school  facilities,  along  with  better  salaries,  have  ]iel])ed 
to  stabilize  our  faculty  situation,  thereby  im]>roving 
the  continuity  of  instruction  for  the  students.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  districts  in  this  Fnion  can  continue  to 
liold  these  gains. 

I  must  remind  you,  though,  that  our  country  faces 
a  tremendous  increase  in  school  enrollment  in  the*  next 
live  years  as  a  result  of  our  so-called  war  babies.  This 
increase  which  will  reach  a  million  a  year  for  the  next 
live  years  Avill  demand  more  teacliers  from  an  already 
limited  supply.  While  tlie  increased  enrollment  Avill  not 
be  evident  in  most  of  this  are^i,  the  demand  for  addition- 
al teachers  exists  in  other  areas  and  will  be  felt  here 
where  replacements  are  necessary.  Whether  our  chil- 
dren Avill  continue  to  have  well-trained  teachers  will  de- 
]vend  upon  our  abilitA-  to  hold  the  gains  which  have  been 
made  in  the  ]>ast  two  years. 

BUILDINUS 

All  of  the  districts  in  this  Union  have  continued 
to  recondition  i)resent  buildings.  Three  schools  have 
new  heating  units.  Improved  lighting  has  been  added  in 
four  schools.  Running  water  has  been  installed  to  two 
schools,  so  that  ail  schools  in  this  T'liion  now  have    run- 
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iiiiig-  water  and  (liinkiiig  fountains.  All  buildings  now 
have  some  rooms  which  have  been  re-Da inted  in  the  past 
two  years.  Three  buildings  have  had  all  rooms  and  cor- 
ridors painted.  New  window  shades  have  been  installed 
in  several  buildings,  and  others  are  on  order. 

SCHOOL  LT  XCHES 

Hot  lunch  programs  continue  to  operate  in  five  of 
the  six  districts  in  this  Union.  Three  districts  improved 
their  lunch  room  facilities  during  the  past  year.  Paid 
adult  workers  are  now  employed  in  all  of  these  programs. 
In  two  schools,  these  programs  gross  over  a  thousand 
dollars  a  month. 

The  Federal  (Jovernment  pays  nine  cents  towai'd 
each  meal  served,  if  the  one-half  pint  of  milk  is  provided. 

Several  thonsand  dollars  worth  of  snrplus  com- 
modities have  been  received  for  use  in  these  programs. 
The  distribution  and  the  handling  of  this  material  has 
been  no  small  task.  On  one  occasion,  this  I'nion  re- 
ceived one  hundred  and  twenty-five  100-pound  sacks  of 
potatoes.  Since  Sei>tend)er,  the  participating  scho(ds 
have  shared,  proportionally,  tlie  following:  :50  cans  of 
orange  juice,  14,500  pounds  of  potatoes,  18  cases  or  I.IO 
pounds  of  apricots,  l,(iSO  cans  of  a])ijlesance,  214  boxes 
of  dried  milk,  204  boxes  of  honey,  17  cases  or  510  pounds 
of  dried  prunes,  i)00  cans  of  tomatoes,  181)  5-ponnd  boxes 
cheese  and  15  cases  or  480  pounds  of  dried  raisins.  iT 
should  be  noted  that,  for  scliools  to  share  in  the  snr]»lus 
commodities,  the  lunch  i)rogvam  must  nuet  certain  Fed- 
eral i-eciuirements. 

IXSTRFOTIOX 

All  of  the  worn  and  out-dated  text-books  shonld 
be  replaced  by  next  Sei»tendier.  If  you  have  seen  any  of 
these  new  books,  you  can  realize  that  ])ublishers  and 
authors  are  giving  the  children  outstanding  products 
today.  Oommittees  from  all  of  the  schools  in  the  Union 
have  been  working  on  the  selection  of  text-books  and  sub- 
ject material. 

For  two  years  now,  all  of  the  students  in  grades 
one  through  eight,  except  grade  three,  have  been  given 
standardized  tests  so  that  their  achievements  can  be  com- 
jiared  with  those  of  other  children  throughout  the  na- 
tion. Parents  have  been  encouraged  to  see  the  results  of 
these  tests  and  to  h^arn  where  their  children  stand  in 
com])arisou  with  other  children  in  the  same  grade  level. 
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Your  school  boards  have  studied  tliese  results  al- 
so, witli  view  to  evaluating  the  job  being  done  in  the  sev- 
eral classes.  Committees  of  teachers  alre^idy  selected 
plan  to  meet  in  the  coming  montlis  to  consider  the  find- 
ings of  the  testing  program,  to  evaluate  the  subject  mat- 
ter taught  in  each  grade  and  to  recommend  revisions 
where  warranted. 

As  a  preliminary  step  to  setting  u])  a  guidance 
program,  files  are  being  purchased  for  all  scluxds  and  in- 
dividual folders  on  each  student  are  being  built  up. 

All  teachers  in  the  Union  attended  an  art  Avorlv- 
shop  for  three  days  in  December,  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Mildred  Landis,  director  of  art  for  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  education  of  New  Hampshire.  The  workshop 
has  done  much  to  stimulate  interest  and  to  develop 
latent  abilities  in  art. 

The  previous  spring,  an  afternoon  and  evening 
workshop  in  physical  education  was  held  in  Pittsfiebl 
for  all  of  the  teachers  of  tlie  T^nion.  These  sessions  were 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  (Jrace  Felker,  supervisor  of 
liealtli  and  physical  education  for  tlie  State  Department. 

Modern  devices  of  instruction,  such  as  moving-pic- 
ture machines,  radios,  and  victrolas  are  available  in  all 
of  our  schools.  Two  school  districts  have  tape  recordei's 
and  one  scliool  lias  radio  reception  in  every  room. 

Forty-six  ])ercent  of  the  teachers  in  the  Union  took 
extension  courses  either  last  summer  or  during  the  pre- 
vious term. 

Tlirougli  teacher  visitation,  bulletins,  and  meet- 
ings, your  teachers  are  being  encouraged  to  constantly 
improve  their  instruction.  To  furtlier  encourage  tlii's 
growth,  a  i)rofesKional  library  has  been  established  for 
tlieir  use. 

IIECOMMEXDATION 

This  is  a  crucial  3'ear  in  education.  Both  the 
state  and  national  legislative  bodies  are  in  session,  both 
have  many  bills  before  them  which  can  benefit  our  cliil- 
dren.  As  interested  citizens,  it  is  our  duty  to  study  the 
many  i>roblems  and  to  make  known  to  our  duly  elected 
representatives  our  opinions  on  these  various  is"sues. 

Your  continued  interest  and  support  of  the  schools 
is  essential  to  their  success. 
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2     The  Local  Situation 

Four  new  teachers  have  taken  their  phu-es  in 
your  school  this  3'ear.  Two  are  re])lacements  for  teach- 
ers who  left.  One  assumes  the  duties  of  Miss  Thoniiison 
who  retired  in  June,  after  twent^'-eight  3'ears  of  service. 
The  fourth  is  an  additional  teacher  to  take  care  of  the 
a<hled  enrollment  and  the  plnsical  education  program. 

The  first  and  second  grades  are  located  in  their 
own  buildings  and  the  former  lower  grade  room  provides 
additional  space  for  the  Junior  High  School  classes.  In- 
door physical  education  activities  are  being  conducted  in 
the  old  manual  training  room.  Your  building,  again  this 
year,  is  being  maintained  in  an  efficient  manner  by  your 
custodian,  jMr.  Stevens. 

To  the  School  Board,  parents,  interested  citizens, 
the  headmaster,  teachers  and  other  emplo^^ees,  I  sliould 
like  to  express  satisfaction  Avith  the  progress  whicli  lias 
been  made  as  a  result  of  3'our  cooperative  spirit.

The  departmentalization  of  the  secondary  pro- 
gram of  studies  has  proven  to  be  an  educationally  efli- 
cient  way  in  which  to  organize  grades  7-12.  This  system 
affords  the  benelits  of  dilt'erent  teachers,  each  Avith 
specialized  training  in  his  own  field,  to  all  of  the  pupils 
in  the  formerly  segregated  grades  7-8,  as  well  as  to  those 
in  the  high  school. 

Because  of  tlie  addition  of  the  primary  annex,  we 
have  been  able  to  afford  ample  room  to  the  l)eginners  in 
grades  1-2,  and  have  finally  found  the  o]iiK)rtunity  to 
split  the  large  junior  high  school  into  two  separate 
grades  and  rooms. 

Dr.  Arthur  Ap])leyard,  school  physician,  and  Miss 
Ruth  Langille,  school  nurse,  have  continued  their  week- 
ly program  of  medical  su])ervision  and  because  of  this 
]>eriodic  checking,  have  discovered  several  individual 
illnesses  which  could  have  caused  serious  trouble  for  the 
pupils  involved  if  not  attended  to  immediately. 

The  continned  emphasis  on  modern  teacher  train- 
ing led  several  of  the  staff  1o  take  courses  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Hampshire  during  the  summer  months 
and  others  are  planning  to  continue  their  training  in  the 
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fntni'o.  A  three-day  workshop  in  Pittsfield  cont'ribnted 
to  tlie  api)recintion  of  art  as  another  edncational  medhini. 
Because  of  tlie  increase  in  interest  in  the  com- 
mercial sciences,  it  is  hoped  that  a  full  business  coui-se 
will  be  established  in  the  school  soon. 

The  physical  edncation  course,  under  Mr.  Jones, 
a  graduate  of  the  Springfield  College  of  Physical  p]duca- 
tion,  has  become  very  popular  with  the  stndents,  who  for 
the  first  time  are  receiving  expert  training  in  scientific 
calisthenics,'  as  well  as  in  body-building  games  and  ac- 
tivities. 

The  hot  lunch  program  began  on  January  4,  1949, 
and  extends  nntil  the  April  vacation.  Because  of  the 
high  cost  of  food,  it  was  necessary  to  raise  the  price  per 
meal  to  twenty  cents.  No  child,  however,  who  cannot 
afford  this  charge  is  prevented  from  enjoying  his  daily 
hot  lunch.  All  lunches  are  of  the  federally  supervised 
class  desiguated  "Ty])e  A  with  milk".  We  have  J)een 
serving  about  tOO  lunches  daily  and  because  of  the 
crowded  conditions  and  extra  work,  we  have  been  ]>er- 
mitted  by  the  school  board  to  retain  Mrs.  Lois  Leighton 
as  cook.  Mrs.  Eleanor  Hayes  has  again  shown  commend- 
able skill  and  efficiency  in  the  organization  and  sujver- 
vision  of  this  project. 

Although  our  building  is  au  old  one  and  coiulilious 
at  times  become  complicated  in  llie  utilization  of  s])ace, 
it  is  to  be  noted  that  the  entire  i^lant  is  in  a  remarkably 
clean  and  sanitary  condition  due  in  large  part  to  the 
daily  efforts  of  Mr.  Ralph  Stevens,  our  custodian. 

The  student  council  has  again  proved  itself,  and 
has  activated  many  inter-scholastic  sports,  as  well  as 
other  activities.  To  date,  besides  the  extremely  success- 
ful winter  carnival,  the  activity  high-light  of  the  year 
was  the  winning  of  the  Central  New  Hampshire  cheer- 
leading  trophy  by  the  lively  and  talented  team  from  Al- 
ton High.  This  victory  was  especially  .a]t]»i'eciated  since 
our  school  had  by  far  the  snmllest  enrollment  of  all  of 
the  (•omi)etiug  institutions.  Another  notable  acliiin-e- 
ment  was  the  selection  of  an  Alton  High  girl  to  re])respnt 
the  state  of  New  Hami)shire  at  the  Washington,  1).  C., 
conclave  of  (Jirls'  Nation  last  summer. 
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I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
splendid  cooperation  of  teachers,  school  officials,  parents, 
and  pupils  who  liave  aided  iiinneasnrably  in  the  main- 
tenance of  the  educational  policy  which  "we  practice  in 
the  Alton  school — a  policy  which  represents  the  stabili- 
ty of  the  past  and  is  quite  aware  of  the  needs  of  the  fu- 
ture.

(b)     Report  of  School  Health  Work 

To  the  Townspeople,  School  Board,   and    Superintendent 
of  Schools : 

Alton  has  been  vei-y  fortunate  in  having  had  very 
little  epidemic  sickness  during  the  past  year  to  use  mucii 
time  in  the  necessari^  follow-up.  What  few  cases  there 
Avere  happened  to  be  very  well  isolated,  which  prevented 
g(Mieral  s])read  of  sickness. 

Dr.  Appleyard,  the  school  physician,  gave  each 
inipil  a  careful  examination  early  in  the  school  year, 
folloAved  up  by  a  check-up  later  with  pupils  stripped, 
looking  for  possible  orthopedic  defects,  ])a"rticularly 
those  of  feet  or  posture.  All  pupils  found  to  have  these 
defects  were  referred  to  orthopedic  clinics  at  Wolfeboro 
or  recommended  to  have  s])ecial  exercises. 

The  most  common  defect  found  among  Altton  pu- 
pils was  that  of  dental  decay.  Only  seven  pupils  were 
observed  to  have  had  dental  work  completed  during  the 
year.  We  have  great  need  for  dental  work  and  this  need 
should  be  one  of  the  most  pressing  to  be  considered.  It 
should  be  noted  that  dental  corrections  now  include 
painting  the  teeth  with  a  solution  of  sodium  floride, 
wiiich  orevents  about  40%  of  the  cavities  from  forming, 
and  getting  this  florine  treatment  as  early  as  possible. 
To  be  most  effective,  this  should  be  done'  for  the  veiy 
young  child  as  soon  as  the  baby  teeth  are  in.  Four 
paintiugs,  one  week  apart,  are  done  at  intervals  in  the 
cliild's  growth.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  all  the  den- 
tists are  complaining  that  the  increased  use  of  ''bubble 
gum"  is  partially  undoing  the  beneficial  work  of  the 
florine  treatments  and  is  definitely  increasing  the  rate  of 
decay  where  no  florine  has  been  used. 
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At  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Appleyard,  an  attempt 
Avns  made  to  get  corrections  on  some  long  standing  vision 
defects  noted  in  scliool  examinations.  He  was  al)le  to 
get  the  cooperation  of  the  American  Legion  to  start  the 
ball  rolling.  In  most  cases,  parents  cooperated  so  that 
nineteen  pairs  of  glasses  were  gotten,  which,  Avith  the 
twenty-one  pairs  already  worn,  largely  took  care  of  the 
vision  needs. 

The  doctor  also  Avished  to  do  Scliick  tests  on  a 
sample  of  the  pnpils  to  determine  the  actual  efticiency  of 
our  previous  toxoid  program.  He  tested  the  first  and 
sixth  grades  and  found  them  all  to  be  Schick  negative 
aud,  therefore,  well  protected  against  a  possible  dip- 
theria  epidemic  with  the  state's  regular  toxoid  i^rogram. 

A  preschool  summer  round-up,  in  coo])eration 
with  the  State  Board  of  Health,  was  done  and  all  known 
children  who  Avere  due  to  enter  scliool  in  Septend)er  ap" 
l)eared  for  enrollment,  examination  and  recommendation. 

One  pupil  Avas  found  in  nmtine  examination  to 
require  emergency  treatment  and  surgery  to  prevent  seri- 
ous complications.  Once  again  the  American  Legion 
Child  Welfare  Ooiumittee  rallied  to  our  support  so  that 
the  pupil  recei\'ed  all  necessary  treatment  at  Wolfeboro 
and,  finally,  surgery  in  a  Boston  hospital,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  La  hey  Clinic.  A  complete  recovery  is 
predicted,  thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  Legion. 

Noon  lunches  are  being  carried  on  bA'  the  houie 
economics  department  as  usual  this  year.  These  hot 
meals  in  the  middle  of  the  da  a*  are  very  beneficial  to  the 
])upils  during  the  Avinter  months  and,  es])ecial]y,  sIioaa's 
its  benefits  in  loAvered  sickness  and  lack  of  colds. 

As  a  Avliole,  Alton  ])upils  are  in  goo<l  lieallli  and 
condition.  If  a  dental  program  could  be  started,  the 
healtli  conditions  of  the  pni)ils  would  be  most  ontstand- 
ing.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  school  district  in  the  town  of 
Alton,  N.  H.,  qnalified  to  vote  in  district  aifairs : 

Yon  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall,  in  said 
district  on  the  twelfth  day  of  March,  1919,  at  1.30 
p.  m.  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act  npon  the  fol- 
lowing subjects : 

Article  1.     To  choose  a  moderator  for  the  coming  year. 
Article  2.     To  choose  a  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Article  3.     To  choose  a  member  of  the  school   board   for 

the  ensuing  tliree  years. 
Article  1.     To  clioose  a  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Article  5.     To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 

scliool  board  and  truant  officer,   and   fix   the   com- 

l)ensation  of  any  other  officers,   or  agents,   of   the 

district. 

Article  G.  To  hear  tlie  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  com- 
mittees, or  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 
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Article  7.  To  choose  agents  auditors  and  committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

Article  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools, 
for  tlie  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and 
agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obliga- 
tions of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  applica- 
tion against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as 
are  estiuLated  to  be  received  from  the  state  equal- 
ization fund  together  with  other  income;  the  school 
board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  be- 
tween the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropria- 
tion, which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the 
town. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars  (|:>50)  for  the  pnrCliase  of  new  equii)ment. 

Article  10.  To  transact  any  other  business  tliat  may 
legally  come  l)efore  said  meeting.
